—What Earlington Soldiers 
Are Doing In Paducah. 

CAPTAIN PRICE COMPLIMENTED. 



Camp Yeiser, .Wallace Park. 
Paducah, A'ug. 29, 1906. 

Dear Editor: The local mili- 
tary company, Co. G, after leav- 
ing Earlington at noon Friday, 
Aug. 25, with 06. B, of Madison- 
ville, being delayed two hours 
beyond the scheduled hour for 
leaving by No. 71, which was late 
anil arrived at Nortonvllle with- 
out Incident. 

At. Nortonville the companies 
on the Illinois Central railroad, 
east of that place, were attached 
and the departure for Paducah 
began on a special train on that 
road. A delay of about 40 min- 
utes was caused bv waiting for 
the special at that point. 

On arriving at Princetou, 
the Henderson, Hopkinsville And 
several other companies were pur 
onto our train. About one mile 
west of Gravel Switch, the first 
station west of Princeton, the 
soldier train was delayed one 
hour and forty minutes by a 
wreck that bad occurred at that 
place, and which necessitated the 
wrecker being ordered from Pa- 
ducah to assist in clearing up the 
track. Notwithstanding this 
special arrived at Pncjucah only 
!KI minutes late, or at o:80 p. 

ktter detraiaing the Third 
Regiment upon arrival was 
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tjme, beating the record i 
first Regiment, who 
beaten all records up to the 
the Third Regiment arrived 
as they had tin- reputation of ac- 
complishing this io less time 
than any troops, regulars or state 
malitia, ever bad done, the regi- 
ment established a record that 
ranks them at the head of 
all. 

After detraining, twelve street 
cars were pressed into service 
aud the Regiment waB taken to 
the camp site at Wallace Park, 
about three miles from the city. 
Although the press dispatches 
stated a few days previoua to 
leaving home that the teuts would 
be left standing, the various com- 
panies had to stretch their tent*, 
and this was done in a remark- 
ably short time, after which then 
came mess, or supper and the 
camp was soon afterward wrap 
ped in slumber. 

Capt. Paul P. Price, of Oo. G, 
was chosen * as officer of the 
day, and Lieut, -Hope Gates, of 
Co. 0, of Owensboro, officer of 
the guard. Saturday Sergt. Thos. 
Peyton was sergeant of quarters. 

A local paper, speaking of the 
officer of the day and the officer 
of the guard, said thev were 
Spanish war veterans and experi- 
enced men. 

The Paducah Sun of Aug. 2fi, 
commenting on the guard mount 
Saturday, Capt. Paul P. Price's 
day as officer of the day, had the 
following to say: 

"Soldiers from the regular 
army would not have made a bet- 
ter appearance nt guard mount 
than the Third regiment; guards 
did this morning. It was con- 
ducted by Oapt. Chapman, regi- 
menUl adjutant, and was the 
prettiest and most perfect held 
since the encampment began. 
The regimental band, of Owens- 
boro, consisting of twenty pieces 
and n drum major, rendered the 
music, which was excellent. Like 
the gourd, the band is also well 
drilled. 

"Twenty one nuns wore fired 
. seeding guard mount as the 
overnor's salute. The amimi- 
itiou for the Hotchkiss gun ar- 
ved last night and the salute 
as the first sincj the eucamp- 
ent. This will be the only 



salute fired during the encamp- 
ment. One shot will be fired for 
revillo and one for retreat." 

Servicos were conducted at the 
park tUeatre Sunday morning at 
eleven o'clock by Rev. Frank M. 
Thomas, of, Oweushoro, chaplain 
for the Regiment. 

Excursion trains were run from 
Hopkinsville, Mayfield and other 
cities near by and a large num- 
ker of visitors were at camp Sun- 
day. 

Inspection was held Sunday by 
Governor Beckham, Adjt. Gen. 
Haley, Inspector Gen. Gaines 
and Col. Jouett Henry and stafT. 
Co. G passed perfect inspection, 
and was the only company in the 
cirnp to do 1. Capt. Paul 1'. 
Price was highly complimented 
by the inspection officers. 

Monday morning Co. G march 
ed to the rifle range situated 
about one mile from the camp 
site where target practice was in- 
dulged in for four hours. Five 
shots were tired by each member 
of the company at target A, 
which is used for short range, 
shooting at a distance of 200 yds. 
in a otanding position. This tar 
get is a rectangle It feet high by 
4 feet wide and has a black cir- 
cular bull's eye 8 inches in diam 
eter, and has a value of five for 
every time it is hit. Center ring, 
M inches in diameter; value for 
hit, 4; inner ring, ifl inches, val- 
ue of hit, If; outer remainder of 
target, value of hit, 2; a ricochet 
or wlieu the bullet hits anything 
and strikes the tanjet, has the' 
same value as a direct hit. In 
the 200 yard range shooting Pri 
vato Win. Lamb made a score of 
22 out of a possible 25. Sergt. 
Lawsou Miles and- Corp. L. E. 
Groves made 10 out of a possible 
26. Private Win. Skeen carried 
off the honors iu the 800 yards 
practice shooting in a kneeling 
or sitting position. Private Cha, 
Wyatt, Sergt. Lawson Miles and 
Artificer Chas. Stokes made t he 
highest scores, 18, Id and 16 out 
of « possible 25. Private Wm. 
Lamb, in shooting at both dis- 
tances, made 18, out of a possible 
26, being the beBt marksmen in 
the company. Those ranking 
next to him and making an ex- 
ceptionally good scores were Segt. 
Lawson Miles, 82 out of a possi- 
ble 26. and PriVate Chas. Wyatt 
82 out of a possible 25. Co. G 
will practice at 500 yard #aug« 
some time before the encamp- 
euds. This is the beat shooting 
by any t/hat has been done on the 
company range during the en- 
campment, and Private Win- 
Lamb has established the record 
as being the best marksman iu 
the* regiment. 

Lieut. Beckham, (J. S. A., has 
said that Co. G is the best drilled 
and best, in deportment of any 
company in the camp. 

Owing to the removal from the 
State of E. W. Ray, of Hopkins- 
ville, Regimental Sergeant-Ma- 
jor, Battalion Sergeant Major 
Brick Southworth has been pro- 
moted to succeed him. Sergt. J. 
Y. Monteague has bgen filling 
the vacaucy caused by the pro- 
motion temporarily. 

Several members of Co. G have 
been on the sick list, but none 
have been ill enough to go to the 
hospital yet. 

The commissary departmet is 
in charge of Capt. Frank Hash, 
Regimental Sergt Henry Jones 
and Commissary Sergount Carl, 
Woolfolk, and the men aro well 
pleased w,ith tho competent men 
that are in charge of this depart- 
ment.

J. M. Murrah Was Killed at Oak Hill Mines 
day Nhjht. 




J. M. Murrah, bctterjknown 
around here as "Pig" Mnrrnh, 
was killed at the Oak Hill Coal 
Company's mines near Norton- 
ville Sunday night over a name 
of cards. It seems that Murrah, 
land Moore nod others were 
game of! 
were all 

drinking. A dispute soon arose 
over some point in the game be- 
tween Murrah and Moore. Hot 
words were followed by blows 
and it is reported Murrah ad- 
vanced on Moore with a knife 
and cornered him, when Moore 
used his own knife .and stabbed 
Murrah once in the wrist and 
then over the heart. Murrah 
never spoke after receiving the 
wounds and died in a short time. 
The dead man was a good heart- 
ed, hard working man when so- 
ber and was generally liked, but 
was quarrelsome and irritable 
when drinkiug. He was about 
forty years old, and leaves a wife 
and several small children in the 
neighborhood of Mortons Gap, 
where he has always resided. 

Rowland Moore is a son of 
Duncan Moore and lives near 
White Plains. 

Coromr Mack Stevens, of Mad- 
tsonville, held an inquest over 
the remains shortly after the 
killing and the following facts 
were brought forth : That there 
was considerable drinkine going 
on at the assemblage and it was 
suspected that gambling was be- 
ing engaged (but noi^e of the 
witnesses would testify concern- 
ing gambling) ; that Murrah be- 
came enraged at some remark 
made by Moore and told him 
(with an oath) not to do that 
again : that Murrah beean kick- 
ing at Moore; that Moore re- 
treated and finally tnrned on 
Murrah with his knife in his 
band, inflicting the wounds as 
stated.

PART OF HOWELL SHOPS DESTROYED 



The Louisville and Nashville Railroad Has 
Another Big Fire Early Sunday 
Morning. 



Shoots Bud Arnold, of Near Hanson, at 



Bud Arnold, who lives near 
Hanson, was shot at the house of 
a Mrs. Fnqua, who lives in the 
outskirts of Madisonville, Satur- 
day night. It is not known just 
what started the trouble. Both 
men are said to have been more 
or less under the influence of 
booze and both^ were out for a 
KOod time. Edeus began a tar- 
get practice at Arnold. The 
first shot tore away the lapel of 
his coat and the next removed 
the majority of his eyebrows and 
came out near the top of his 
head. The wound is quite pain- 
ful, but not thought to be seri- 
ous. After the shooting Edens 
went, home and baricaded the 
doors and windows and declined 
to suffer the indignity of arrest, 
but Sheriff Ashby aud Deputy 
Powers soon brought him in and 
lodged him in jail. 



Howell, Ind., Aug. 28.— The 
Louisville & Nashville railroad 
company has had her fourth big 
fire within the past two months. 
The Henderson freight house, 
Nashville round house, Louisville 
passencer station and the Howell 
blacksmith, coppersmith and 
boiler shops. 

It was the worst time, Sunday 
morning, that the fire could have 
occurred, being when the nisiht 
crew goes off and the day crew 
goes ou. About 7 o'clock John 
Martin, foreman of the repair 
track, together with the day 
watchman who had just come on 
duty, discovered a blaze about 
two feet square in the black- 
smith shop, under the roof, about 
two feet from the petition be- 
tween the blacksmith and boiler 
shop. The alarm was immedi- 
ately given, and to the credit of 
the Howell shops fire department 
it must be said that within ten 
minutes after three streams of 
water were playing on the blaze. 
The blaze, however, had gained 
too much headway to be checked. 
The building is 260 feet loug by 
100 feet wide. All the timbers 
supporting the roof were yellow 
piue and dry, igniting very rap- 
idly. The fire spread as if the 
wood work had been saturated 
with oil. In a moment the wood- 
en. sky-light fell in, causing more 
draft. By the time the Evans- 
ville fire department arrived, the 
L. & N. boys had the fire pretty 
much under control. The water 
was being forced bv 100 pouuds 
pressure, which, it seems, was 
too much for the hose of the Ev- 
ansville fire department, as they 
soou bursted four sections. 

Mr. Walsh, the master mechan- 
ic, says the fire will not interfere 
with the work of the other de- 
partments, nor will it put any 
men out of work. All the fur- 
naces in tbe blacksmith shop will 
again be going as if nothing had 
ever happened by Wednesday 
morning. The damage will not 
exceed four or five thousand dol- 
lars. 

Pat McCue, the foreman of the 
blacksmith shop, left Saturday 
night for St.. Charles, Mo. He 
was notified by wire of the dis- 
aster and he returned to Howell 
a.t once, being on hand this morn- 
ing. 

The source of the fire is traced 
to a group of electric wires ou 
which the insulation had been 
worn.

WIFEJLAYER 

Percy J- Luster Passed Through 
Earlington Thursday After- 
noon on Train No. 51. 

EXAMINING TRIAL NEXT SATURDAY. 



Percy J. 'Luster, formerly 
manager of the Cumberland Tel- 
ephone Company, who killed his 
wife at Gnthrie July 2ft, passed 
through this place Thursday af- 
ternoon on train 51. Luster was 
arrested in Ogden, Utah, and 
brought back to the scene of his 
crime by City Marshal Burrus, of 
Guthrie, and Sheriff Coleman 
Gill, of Elkton. In speaking of 
the case Burrus said : "Luster 
was in an extremely nervous 
state whert he was arrested ahd 
it was necessary to frequently 
I brace him with stimulants dur- 
ing the return trip to Kentucky." 
I On reaching Guthrie 51 was 
late and it was dark, consequent- 
ly Luster was gotten into a room 
at the hotel without very many 
people knowing he was there. 
A few of his friends and others 
soon learned of his arrival, how- 
ever, and came in to see him. 
Luster recognized some of them, 
others he did not appear to 
know. He was taken to Elkton 
that night and placed in jail. 
When Prosecuting Attorney 
Mallory asked bim the next day 
if he realized the enormity of his 
crime, Luster asked him, "What 
crime?" When .told it was wife 
murder, bo was apparently as- 
tonished and exclaimed, "What! 
Me muru>r tut wife?" He had 
forgotten in this short time what 
he had told Maxine EvereUe iu 
Ogden. The examining trial is 
set for Saturday, Sept. 2, and it 
is expected a large crowd will at- 
tend from Guthrie. Marshal 
Burrus stated that Luster had 
only $1.90 when arrested, a pro- 
gramme for some play he had at- 
tended, a few letters and some 
railroad maps. He gave the of- 
ficers some little trouble when 
first arrested, but has since been 
quiet and tractable.

leans. Dr. Brady made the trip with '■, 
Dr. Shanley, of North Dakota- Without 
completing their Investigation, they ' 
turned up 35 cases of yellow fever, 
'mostly along Bayou Barataria; learned 
that deaths had occurred and found 
much suffering. After Dr. Brady had 
made his report the state board decided 
to organize Immediately a relief party 
consisting of a physician and two 
nurses. A large snpply of medicines 
and provisions also will be forwarded, , 
and the state board will keep In con- J 
stant touch with the situation in the ef- 
fori to control the sickness.

The accident to the Missouri In April 
of last year was one of the worst hi 
the list. The vessel whs off Pensacola 
when 2,000 pounds of powder In the 
after turret Ignited. Five officers who 
'were in the turret and twenty-four en- 
listed men ware killed. Weodfnf of 
other magazine rooms near the after 
turret prevented ftirther explosions. 
One of the officers killed in this acci- 
dent was Lieutenant John P. V. Orld- 
ley, son of Captain Charles V. Orldley, 
who commanded the Olympla In the 
battle of Manila Bay. 

The battleship lowu has met with 
two accidents. Off Pensacola In April, 
1003, a gun hurst, killing three and In- 
juring five. A few days later a steam 
pipe In the boiler room hurst, and for 
a time the ship waa helplesa, but hap- 
pily the results were not serious. Just 
ten years ng:> at New Lostdoo, Conn., 
a mishap occurred to the Ericsson, re- 
sulting in the death of a number of 
the crew.

Digging as soon as the tops com- 
mence dying iu the fall, storing in a 
darkened outbuilding until the win- 
ter is approachlng,then patting them 
in the cellar in boxes about 3 by 4J* 
feet, where they are kept a little 
above freezing point until spring. 
When the danger of freezing in the 
open air Is over they are taken out 
and spread all over the iloor of a 
store house, not more than two or 
thVee potatoes deep, with tlie build- 
ing darkened. They are carefully 
shoveled over about once a week 
with a wooden scoop or fork made 
on purpose, bringing the under tier 
of potatoes on top each time. This 
shoveling them over destroys 
the desire to sprout and does not in- 
jure the potatoes. 

Kali plowing Is the next work to 
occupy the farmer's attention. 

This shosld be done as soon as pos- 
sible after the harvest season is over 
and before the busy work of fall be- 
gins. There are good reasous for 
advising early fall plowing. The 
main reason is to preserve^the soil 
moisture and prevent its escape from 
the use of fall sown crops. When 
cultivation ceases there Is a crust 
formed on the soil that aids evapor- 
ation And the aim is to prevent the 
evaporation i( the moisture is to be 
kept where it iB needed. 

Plowing breaks tills crust and 
forms a sort of mulch ou the surface 
which holds the moisture in. 

When there are weeds and grass 
plowed under, it gives them a larger 
time to decay before the fall crop is 
sown. Prof. King, who' has made 
many experiments along this line, 
says there is a Btrong tendency in 
climates where there is plenty of 
soil moisture for early fall plowing' 
to develop nitrates, which are the 
plant food oioat likely to be wanting 
iu the soil. 

Beginners especially are apt to tle- 
cieve themselves into a serious mis- 
take by trying to crowd a few more 
hens into the already well filled 

houses. 

They caunot see why oue or two 
more should make any difference, 
though a little common sease should 
tell them that when the limit has 
been reached, any others added will 
be Bure to bring about disorders. 



Of course, the effect may not be 
notlcable for some little time, but it 
Is sure to come and when it does, 
the loss of the entire flock Is likely 
to follow. 

Often, though disease does not 
show itself, the hens get lazy, be- 
cause they have no room to work- 
some over-feed themselves because 
there Is no room for all of them to 
help themselves, and Invariably the 
egg supply ceases. Keep just enough 
and send all others to the market. 
A few good hens are worth more 
than a yard full of drones. 



One of the best ways to salt ani- 
tals is to use rock salt in large 
lumps. The cattle and other animals 
will then be compelled to lick it 
rather than tat it, and there is thus 
little of the danger of their getting 
too much of It. It Bhould be placed 
where the animals can get to it at 
any time. Place It in a rack or In 
boxes raised above the ground bo 
that it will not get dirty. The sides 
of the box.es and racks should bo 
i enough so that the salt cannot 
be nosed out. In case of sheep and 
goats, the racks for salt must be low 
so that the animals can get at the 
salt. When the lumps are reduced 
in size, it Is better to place bigger 
ones iu the places, and remove the 
small ones.— Midland Farmer. 



Select Hone; Trade.

It is surprising how great at 
vestment is made ou such a small 
space, for on this little garden are 
many beds of the plant from seed- 
lings to four-year-olds. The plants 
now grown aud cared for by the 
company number 150,000 seedlings 
and over 80.0U0 ot the four and five 
plants, beside* about 500,000 seeds. 
These latter are about old enougb 
for the market, but are so profitable 
for the seed that they are allowed u 
stand. Then they are the more val 
liable as they get older. The mark- 
et for the root is dull now because 
of the disruption of trade with China 
but they expect all this to be arrang 
ed soon and the owners expect to 
realize great profit from their gar- 
den. 

Tbie Year - ! Corn Crop. 
Corn is king In Kentucky this year 
aud the harvest of this Importan: 
crop promises to exceed by hundred) 
of thousands of bushels the yield of 
any other year. The crop is now 
practically safe with the exception 
of some very late planting. Through- 
out the state in the bottom and on 
the hillside, in the rieh valleys and 
on poor fields, such luxurant growth 
was never before seen. One of the 
most beneficent things in connection 
with the crops Is that the farmer on 
poor land who usually has a scant v 
crop and sometimes nothing at ali, 
will share this season with the rich 
farmer the great blessings of rain 
and sunshine that have made Ken- 
tucky a veritable Goshen. 

BIRTHPLACE 

Of Abraham Lincoln, Near Hodgcnvillr. 
Sold to Newspaper Man. 

•Hodgenvillc, Aug. 2K. — The 
Abraham Lincoln birth place, 
located two miles south of Uodg- 
nville, was sold today at com- 
ominissioner's sale at the court 
house door to Iiichafd L. Jones, 
representing R. J. Collier, of the 
Collier Publishing Company, for 
$3,600. There was a large crowd 
of country people in town to at- 
tend the sale, but none of them 
bid. 

A number of strangers from 
Chicago, New York and at other 
places, were present. Only three 
of them made any bids when 
Commissioner Handley cried the 
sale. They were John E. Burton, 

capitalist, of Milwaukee, and 
who owns the largest library of 
Lincoln histories in the "world; 
Edward J. McDermott, of Louis 
ville, representing the New YorK 
Christian and Missionary Alli- 
ance, and Kichard L. Jones, of 
New Ydrk, representing R. J. 
Collier, a member of the Collier 
Publishing Co., of that city. 

W. (i. Frost, of Chicago, tele- 
graphed to T. B. Kirkpatrick to 
hu/ the farm for him, but the 
linanci.il arrangement could not 
be perfected in time for the sale 
and no bids were put in for him. 

From the first it was evident 
that Mr. Jones wonld be the high- 
est bidder and when iptf.OOO was 
reached, xthe others dropped out 
of the bidding, and it was knock- 
ed off to him. 

Public Park Planned. 

The Colliers will get possession 
of the place in December. Mr. 
Jones could not say what plans 
were contemplated, stating that 
he was commissioned to come 
here and buy the farm and had 
not been told anything about 
what the new owners proposed 
doing with the property. How- 
over, the place will be in good 
condition as soon us possession is 
gjien Wld it will be brought to 
the notice of the American peo- 
ple by transferring it into a pub- 
lic park, either by the new own- 
ers or by a society of admirers of 
Lincoln. In any event it has 
fallen into the hands of men of 
wealth who are willing to spend 
1 itge rarna to beautify an/1 orna- 
ment it iu the proper way. 

Mr. Jones left immediately 
after the sale for New York, and 
it is expected that he and Mr. 
Collier will return here in a short 
time and prepare for the work 
that is to be done after the court 
has given legal possession.
